ing the past week was the increase in 
the price of creamery butter, which 
lor the pant month, has hovered oloie- 
ly to that of the fresh country bntter. 
The price of creamery butter ii reg- 
ulated by the Elgin market, which ex. 
perienced a decided rise during the 
week. 
Creamery butter is selling to- 


day at from 38 to 40 cents per pound, 
while fresh country butter la offered at 
from 32 to 30 oents per pound.

the fruit received recently is not up to 
the standard of that of rtf few weeks 
ago. Apples aru very scarce, and what 
few that are for mile are bringing a 
f.incy price. 
Oranges and grapefruit 


arc not being- received in such

quantities us before, but there is an 
abundance to satisfy the demand.
